To that end, the undersigned has been working with Agency 
Counsel to determine how best to respond, and Agency Counsel is in the process of preparing a 
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declaration and collecting supporting documentation in support of a dispositive motion. 
However, Agency Counsel is currently and will be out of the office until July 6, 2005, 
contributing to the need for extra time. This motion is sought in good faith and Defendants are 
working as expeditiously as possible to respond to Plaintiff's complaint 

WHEREFORE, based on the foregoing. Defendants respectfully request an extension of 
time to and including July 19, 2005, to answer or otherwise respond to Plaintiffs Complaint.
